London, Not. M.— The expected 
treat battle at Mo(l(1<>r river has been 
tougbt and General Mettauen bat add- 
ed another rletory to hie achterements 

for the past week. That the Boers de- 
fended their positions with all their 
old-time gidlantrjr la nmply proved 
by General Methuen's dispatch and It 
will probably further be testified to 
when the list of British casualties is 
mnde known. 

There appears to be no doubt that 
Oraeral Methnen has gained a real 
advantage, though the details must be 
awaited before the full effect of his 
10 hours' desperate fighting can be 
gauged. Presumably the burgher 
army was on the eouth bank of the 
riyer, but whether, when the Boers 
retreated, they crossed the river north- 
ward or retired In an easterly direc- 
tion into Grange Free State la un- 
known. PoesiUy the Boers had re- 
paired the bridge previously reported 
destroyed and managed to withstand

the British attack with their rear 
guard, while their main body escaped 
over the bridge, the rear guard de- 
stroy Ing, the bridge behind them. The 
British, however, appear to have sur- 
monnted the difficulties crossing the 
river and to have seized for themselves 
a position on the north side of the 
itream. 

This success of the British clears 
another stage of the road to Klmbor 
ley, the aiege of which General Cronje 
must have partially raised in order to 
give battle to General Methuen. There 
is little reason to donbt. however, that 
the Boers will again rally, as hereto- 
fore, after a seemingly crushing de- 
feat, unless they have lost their guns, 
of which there Is no mention in the 
ofllcial diapateh. The bnrghers are 
underetood to have a strong laager 
St Spytfontein, 14 miles north of the 
Modder river, so another engagement 
possibly awaits the British before they 
can conunenee the last stage of the 11 
miles from Spytfontein to Kimberley, 
though it is pointed out that General 
Cronje will thereby run a great risk 
of being caught between General 
Methuen and Colonel Kekewlaeh, the 
British comppKder at Kimberley. 

A belaiefi dispatch from Orange 
river says General Methuen's troops 
are advancing under the greatest dif- 
lloultles, lighting an omnipreeent but 
almost Invisible foe. 

A special dispatch from Windsor 
says that General Methuen's dispatch 
to the queen after the battle of Modder

^Uoodlest of the century. The British

GENERAL MBTHURN'S REPORT. 

Battle at Modder River Doe or the 

Fiercest on Kerord. 

London, Nov. 29.— The war office has 
received the following dispatch from 
General Buller at Cape Town: 

"Oeneral Methnen reports from 
Modder River Tuesday, Nov. 28: 

" 'Reconnoitered at 5 a. m. on ene- 
my's position in Modder river and 
found them strongly entrenched and 
concealed. No means of outflanking, 
the river being full. Action com- 
menced with artillery of mounted in- 
fantry and cavalry at 5 30. Attacked 
position in widely extended formation 
at 6: SO and supported by the artillery 
fs«nd itself in frontier of the whole 
Boer force, 8,000 strong, witn two 
targe guns, four Krupps, etc. 

" 'After desperate, hard fighting 
Arhicb lasted 10 hours, our men, with 
eut water or food and in the burning 
ran, made the enemy quit his position 
General Pole-Carew was successful In 
getting a small party across the river 

" 'I speak in terms of high praise of 
the conduct of all who were engaged 
In one of the hardest and most t^ing 
GRhts in the annals of the British 
army.' "

Great Ilritain's Protest. 
Washington, Nov. 29.— Great Britain 
has protested vigorously to this gov- 
ernment against the organisation of 
expeditions in this country Intended, 
presumably, for the assistance of the 
Boers Lord Pauncefote made the 
protest at the state department. Sec 
retary Hay referred Lord Pauncefote 
to the secretary of war. It is no 
longer a secret that expeditions of im 
portanse are being organized. These 
organizations, it Is said, have common 
backing and are tinder the secret atis- 
plces of an agent of the Transvaal 
now in New York. It is understood 
that there are niilliona of Dutch and 
French money behind these filibuster- 
ing expeditions. 

Brush at Kimberley. 
Pretoria. Nov. 27.— (Delayed).— 
General Dntort reports that the Brit- 
ish made a sortie from Kimberley and 
fired on the Boers with artillery and 
infantry in the darkness. The British 
Bortied where the Bloemhof Boer force 
was stationed. On our (the Boer) side 
were 800 men. General Dutort, who 
was nine miles off, hastened to the as- 
sistance of the Bloemhof contingent 
with 100 men. Nine bnrghers were 
killed, 17 woaad4d, and tiiere were 
some missing. The British left on tLe 
field a private and a sergeant. 

Mass Per the British Dead. 

Rome, Nov. 29.— A requiem mass 
was celebrated in the English Catholic 
church here for the repose of the 
souls of the slain la Bonth Africa. The 
ohureh was filled with Bngllsh and 
Americans, including the ambassadors 
of Great Britain and the United States. 
The Pope sent his blessinck 

Nothing From Maorain. 
Washington, Nov. 29.— Nothing has 
been heard from United States Consul 
Maemm at Pretoria for the past five 
days. The state department would like 
to be able to relieve him at his request 
and will do so if it is possible to send 
a muk through the lines. 

Caracas, Venesuela, Nov. 29.— Henor 
Jose Andrade, the Venezuela minister 
to the United State*, has cabled from 
Paris his Nslgnattort. It was accepted.

LOSS PUCBD AT THRBB MILLIONS. 



LIpplncott, the Publisher, Two Hlg 
Department Stores and a Dozen 
Bntaller Ones Were 
Burned Ont. 



Philadelphia, Nov. M.— An eleetric 

spark in the basement of Partridge and 
Richardson's big department store on 
North Bighth street started a Are that 
In less than four hours laid in ashes 
nearly an entire .block of business 
houses and caused an estimated loss of 
over $3,000,000. 

The heaviest losers are: J. B. LIp- 
plncott and Company, book publlsbera, 
whose big six-story brick, containing 
rare and raluable plates and machin- 
ery, was completely gutted, involving 
a loss estimated at 12,000.000 The 
next heaviest loser was Partridge and 
Richardson, extending south on 
Eighth street from Filbert, a distance 
of'ahout 126 feet, and with a depth of 
too feet. Their loss on building and 
contents Is estimated at $600,000. Lit 
Bros., whose department store adjoins 
the LIpplncott building, estimate their 
loes at 1400,000. 

In addition to the big houses men- 
tioned, numerous stores were either 
gutted or badly damaged. Various 
other establishments were ellgbtly 
damgged by smoke and water. The 
burned district covers nearly an en 
tire block. 

Hundreds of men and women have 
been thrown ont of work by the Are. 
All the losses are probably covered by 
insurance. 

AVhlle the entire dep.irtment was 
battling with the big conflagration, 
another fire broke out in the wholesale 
and retail boot and shoe store of Wil 
Ham H. Harris, four blocks away. A 
half dozen ennines were detached 
from the big fire, but before the fire- 
men had succeeded in extinguishing 
the flames the place was gutted, 
causing a loss of |SO,000. An adjoin- 
ing building was damaged bJT water 
to the extent of $10,000. 

Later and more conservative esti 
matee place the loss at slightly over 
12,000,000. Llppincott's loss is reduced 
to $1,250,000 by the recovery of many 
of the valuable plates, including those 
of the American edition of the Ency- 
clopedia Britannlca. Strawbridge ft 
Clothier suffered more severely than 
was at first supposed. Quantities of 
valuable material were destroyed by 
fire and much more was ruined by 
smoke. The loss at this store la now 
estimated at $60,000.

Senate Financial Bill. 

Washington, Nov. 29.— A call has 
been issued for a meeting of the Re- 
publican members of the senate com- 
mittee on finance in this city on next 
Saturday. The meeting Is to be held 
for the purpose of considering a gen- 
eral financial bill to be introduced at 
the approaching session of congress. 
It is understood Senator Aldrlch, 
chairman of the eommittee, has pre- 
pared a bill on Unas agreed upon dur- 
ing the conferenooe of the Republi- 
can membership last summer and 
that this blU will be the basis of con- 
sideration at the meeting. 

Silver Republicans to Fuse. 
Chicago, Nov. 29.— The eentlment of 
a majority of the silver Republican 
executive committee Is apparently 
unanimously in favor of fusion with 
the Democratic party and the endorse- 
ment of their platform and candidates. 
It is probable that the national com- 
mittee win meet booh uflur the meet- 
ing of the Democratic national com- 
mittee has decided on the date of the 
Democratic convention and will issue 
the call for the convention to be held 
on the same date and in the same city 
as the Democratic convention. 



Cornstalks as Cattle Food. 
Washington, Nov. 29.— A vsry valua- 
ble hone and cattle food can now be 

made from cornstalks. The agricultu- 
ral department has done a great deal 
of work with cornstalks in the past 
year and has developed eeveral val- 
uable uses for them. The new cattle 
food is made by grinding the dry 
eornstalks, leaves and tops, to a pow- 
der and mixing it with blood or molas- 
ses or both, which is preeeed Into 
cakes under n hydranlle prees and can 
be shipped as easily as bricks or cord- 
wood. For feeding it is broken tip 
and mixed with water. 

To Get Rid of Roberts. 
Washington, Nov. 29.— The method 
of procedure to be adopted by the 
house of repressntatives la getting 
rid of Mr. Roberts, the polygamlst 
representative-elect from Utiih, is to 
be considered at a conference of Re- 
publican leaders to be held here Fri- 
day. It is thought that Mr. Roberts 
must be sworn in on his certifleate of 
election and that he can only be un- 
seated by a resolution of expulsion un- 
der the constitutional power of the 
house to expel a member by a two- 
thirds vote. 



Cashier's Alleged Shortage. 
St Louis, Nov. 29.— Arnold Tac- 
schmidt, the missing cashier of the 

Internal revenue department, la said 
to be short In his arcounts over 
$7,000. A warrant was isj^ued for Tuc- 
schmldt'e arrest, charging him with 
having embessled $7,000. Tnesohmldt's 
books are beinf? thoroughly investi- 
gated. It is said the alleged defalca- 
tions have been going on since last 
August. Tuchschmidt. it is alleged, 
made a full confession to Treasury In- 
spector Gavett, after which he disap- 
peared. 

Employes* Stont Demands. 

Pittsburg, Nov. 29.-^When the scale 
conference of the National Table 
Glassware company and the American 
Flint Glass Workers' union was re- 
sumed it was found that the workers, 
instead of receding from their former 
demand of 10 per cent, increase, had 
added to their demands by Insisting 
that the seven non-tinion factories in 
the combine should sign the scale ami 
employ union labor. The manufac 
turers offered a five per cent, advance, 
but refused to consider the sseond de 
mand. 



Where Are the Managers 'f 
Philadelphia, Nov. 29.— The doors of 
the home office of the Investors' Trust, 
doing buslnees exclusively with pa- 
trons outside the city and promising 
large profits on investments, have 
been closed. Efforts to find Lipman 
Keene, the president. Charles L. 
Work, secretary, and Miss M. 0. Csr- 
son, cashier, were unavailing. The 
company's plan was to invito the in- 
vestment of capital, the inducement 
being held out of interest ranging 
from 100 to 200 per cent The firm did 
a mshlns business. 

Charged With Lynching. 
Dexter, Mo., Nov. 29. — As a result of 
the William Huff lynching at lilooni- 
field, on Nov. 16, William and John 
Demint have been arreeted and lodged 
in Jail. True indictments were found 
against them for the murder of Huff. 
They are reputable and stand hlgli 
socially in the county. These are the 
two men whom Huff recognized and 
whose names he called out, as he was 
being led from the Jail by the mob. 

Orldley'9 Son Placed. 

Washington. Nov. 29.— J. P. V. Grid- 
ley, a son of the late Charles P. Grid- 
ley who commanded Admiral Dewey's 
flagship at the battle of Manilla, wa£> 
designated for appointment to a lieu- 
tenancy in the marine corpe by Pres- 
ident McKinley. Toung Gridley is too 
old to enter Annapolis, and the only 
opening for him in the navy lay in an 
ippointment to the marine corps. Ad- 
miral Dewey Interested himself in the 
case. 



Speed off the Kentucky. 

Washington, Nov. 29 — The naval In- 
spection board has completed the cal- 
culations in the case of the recent 
spsed trial of the battleship Kentucky 
and have reported that the actual 
speed made by the ship was 16.837 
knots per hour.

MARINES NOW HOLD THE PUCE. 



Qilmote and Party Located In an In* 

terior Town Whut Will Soon

Manilla, Nov. 29.— A dispatch from 
Namacpaean. province of Union, dated 

Nov. 26, says: 

The Oregon, Samara and Callao, 
with IGO bluejackets and marines 
from the Oregon, captured the port 
of Vigan, province of South llocoe. 
north of here. The Samara and Cal- 
lao ran close In shore, a few shots 
were fired, and then the Samara, Cal- 
lao and Oregon engaged in a sharp 
bombardment of Vigan. The* firing 
from the shore ceased almost imme- 
diately and the sailors ant* uiariues. 
with a field piece, were larded. The 
navy will hold the town till troops ar- 
rive. 

It is reported that 1,700 Insurgents 
under Generals Tlno and Pilar are 

massed at Taguden, 10 miles north and 
It has been concluded to wait at Nam- 
acpaean for the rest of the reinforce- 
ments. 

Agulnaldo passed north through 
Namacpaean Nov. 21, while (;en«'ral 
Young was waiting at San Fernando, 
20 miles south. He is now believed to 
be hiding in Abra province. All 
Agulnaldo's talk was in favor of con- 
tinuing the war. 

The flght In which Colonel Bell de- 
feated and scattered the brigades of 
General Alejandrlno and San Miguel 
took place on the summit of the moun- 
tains west of Mangalaren, forming the 
divide between me Dagupan valley and 
the ocean. Colonel J. Franklin Bell's 
regiment, the Thirty-sixth infantry, 
and Fowler's company of the Twenty- 
third, left Mangalaren Monday morn- 
ing and marched 24 hours with four 
hours' rest over bare and waterless 
ridges, along narrow trails - and 
through canons. At dsylight, Nov. 28. 
the troops emerged from a timbered 
canon upon the divide, running into 
the Filipinos' advance guard, who re- 
treated to the main body before 
shooting. 

Colonel Bell, who wns In advance 
with the scouts and one company, had 
the natives In full rout before the 
main body of his troops arrived, flee- 
ing down the mountain to the swamps 
between Mangalaren and Aguitas, leav- 
ing 10 dead and many wounded, and 
abandoning their guns. They were 
chased through the swamps and tbor- 
oughljr dispersed. The Insurgents 
numbered 2,000 men. 

Admiral Watson has received iir- 
telllgence to the elTeet that Lieutenant 
Gilmore is well, with seven men, 23 
miles from Vigan. He received a 
Meyer code letter from Gilmore by 
Albert Sosichen, a newspaper artist, 
who was with Gilmore seven months 
and escaped. News from Insurgents 
through a Spanish sergeant indicates 
Urdaneta crew was killed, except the 
four following: Farley, Green, Pow- 
ers and Burke. The names of the Gil- 
more party are Walton, Vandoit, Ells- 
worth, Brisoles. Anderson. Edwards 
and Peterson. ' 

Perhaps by this time the American 
prisoner.s rcrern ci to have already 
been released. With the naval contin- 
gent at Vigan, only 25 miles away to 
the west, and the army advance prob- 
ably a little further distant to the 
southeast, the town of Bagued is 
nearly surrounded and there Is little 
chance of the escape of the Instirseat 
force there if they attempt to enetim- 
her themselves in their retreat with > 
the prisoners.

3. It restricts the voter absolately to 
the limits of tbe law and permits him 
freedom as absolute in voting within that 
limit. 

4. Blank and defective Iballots. the 
usual fault of ordinary methods of voting, 
are entirelv done away with, and no 
man loses his vote through defect of the 
system, or fault of his own, if be votes at 
all. Tbe disfranchissd toter becomes 
onknown. 

5. Frandalent TOting is impossible ,as 
well as errors in voting. 

6. The vote out is registered, vote by 
vote, with absolute accuracy and cer- 
tainty. 

7. The result can be declared imm^ 
diately upon tbe close of tbe polls, bav* 
ing been already completely counted. 

8. The cost of the system ia so much . 
lees than tbat.of the old method that the 
machines usually pay for themselyee in 
from three to seven years. 

, Tbe Whole case may be summarized in 
a sentence: "The mao^hMS retain all, 
the virtues and exclude all the vices o| 
the old methods of ballotinK."

Within the next few daya there will 
be Rtruck at the United States mint in 
Philadelphia tbe most aniqaa and aignif- 
icant coin issued in modem times. It ia 

the Lafavette dollar authorized by Con- 
gress in aid of the Lafajrette monument. 

This oda, which is a Isffal toader dol- 
lar, bears upon ita (ace in bas-relief a 
double medallion of tbe beada of Wash- 
Inffton and Lafayette and upon ita re- 
verse a miniature reproduction of the 
equestrian statue of L%fayette nssd for 
the monnment. Tbe inscription on tbe 
dollar «X|>lalns its purpose (struck in 
oommemoratton of monnment erected by 
pchool youth of United States to General 
Lifayette, Paris, France, 1900). 

The Lalsyatts dollar thus serves not 
only to aid tbe memorial work but forma 
a new and beautiful tie between tbe two 
Rreat republics of Europe and America, 
and therefore the coin must be refiarded 
as an international emblem. It conati- 
tutea a most desirable aouvenir and me- 
mento of the children's monnment to 
the "Knight of Liberty," the Universal 
ETpoeition of 1900 at Paris and the oper.- 
iog of tbe twentieth century. The lim- 
ited number issusd will make these 
coina extremely rare and in very great 
demand. For each 1,500 of our popu- 
lation there is a ratio of but one Lafay- 
ette dollar.
